. I, Hahey Bbewabd Shepherd, of 3, 
Bower Road, Harrogate, m the County 
of York, a British fubjeet, do hereby 
declare the nature of this invention to be 
5 as follows: — 

This invention relates ,to improve- 
ments in stands for displaying goods in 
shop windows and other places and it is 
particularly applicable to portable stands 

1 0^ for displaying boxes of chocolates and 
like goods. , . ' V. 

The object of this invention is to pro- 
vide a stand capable of bein^ folded up 
and removed from place to place, and at 

13 the same time to be adjustable to suit 
different sizes and shapes of boxes . 

According to this invention the stand 
is made of metal or other" light mat eiial 
in skeleton form., and it consists^ of two 

20 side pieces unite'd together at theii lower 
ends with a broad piece of metal or -other 
material iipon which, when required, an 
advertisement or description of the goods 
displayed may be painted, or printed, or 
enamelled,, or stamped thereon, or a label 
may be attached thereto', 

To the upper end of each side piece is 
jointed a strut .or stay connected together 
by a cross piece at a suitable distance 

30 from their lower ends ; The sides of the 
stay and the supporting pieces or stays 
" are retained at a suitable distance apart 
and in an open position by a hinged piece 
jointed to each of the side pieces _ Each 

Z5 said hinged piece is provided at its free 
end with a notch or recess to form a hook 
for engaging with a rivet, or stud used to 
a strut, or stay piece > When the stand is 
secur ed in an open position the said pieces 

40 will be at an angle, — in easel form, — to 
the supporting struts pi stays „ 

Between the upper and lower ends of 
the side pieces, and at vaiying distances 
apart, are arranged a number of cross

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pieces which ar e jointed to the side pieces 43 
and arranged within the said side pieces . 
These . cross pieces are employed foi 
adjusting, the stand to the varying sizes 
and shapes of boxes, and in ordei to form 
a ledge oi projection, the horizontal por- 
tion of .each of these, jointed horizontal 
portions projects a suitable distance from 
the front oi face edge of the said pieces. 
In order to get this projection each end 
of a . jointed oi _ pivoted horizontal or 55 
transverse piece is turned ai or about a 
right angle to its main horizontal por- 
tion, and the end pieces that are thus 
turned inwards are jointed by a rivet oi 
other pivot to the side pieces so that they 60 
can be turned into or out of position as 
desired. 

In order to lock each of the horizontal 
pieces in position for supporting a box oi 
other receptacle for the goods to be dis- 65 
played a projection is formed on the 
■upper, surface of each turned in end por- 
tion, and it is made of such a length and 
width that the projection can, be bent 
parallel with the turned in end portions V0 
so as "to form a hook at one oi both ends 
for gripping the side pieces 

The base-piece that connects the two 
side pieces may be of a similar shape to 
the herein described horizontal or trans- 75 
verse pieces, and in the case of the base- 
piece the hooked portions are dispensed 
with, 

A similar horizontal pivoted portion 
may be used and jointed at the top of 80 
the said pieces by the same stud, or rivet, 
or pivot to which the supporting stmts 
or stay3 are jointed. This latter portion 
may be used for extending the height or 
angle of the side stays, and in this case 85 
the hooked portions may be dispensed 
with, and in or der to keep this portion, — 
which may have deeper' oi longer turned 
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in end portions than the hereinbefore 
mentioned hooked transverse pieces, — in 
alignment with the side pieces separate 
stop pieces may be arranged and mounted 
5 upon the pivot that joins the side and 
supporting pieces together, the said stop 
piece having a projection arranged to 
- ^pass sikdei the jointed top transverse por* 

* " In order to mate provision for one or 
more boxes to be displayed on each side 
of the said main portion of the stand a 
detachable bar is provided with notches 
therein arranged to .fit over the base- 

' & piece or one or moie r of! the jointed and 
hooked transverse or horizontal portions. 
Between the notches is arianged a headed 
pin, or stud, or rivet, ihe length and head 
of which is such that when the notches 

aw axe placed upon the turned in end por- 
tions of- a horizontal: or transverse piece 
the back "surface of the bar will be locked 
or retained in contact with the front edge 
of the aide pieces The detachable ' bar 
is arranged to project a auitahle distance 
transversely or horizontally on each aide 
of the main portion of the stand and the 
said projecting pieces are provided at a 



suitable distance from each end with two 
oi more vertical portions^ or supports, ^ 
and two or more headed rivets or studs, 
which latter project from the face of the 
said detachable bar The vertical sup- 
porting pieces are arranged at .a con- 
venient distance apart and are employed 
for supporting the box or other receptacle 
ior the goods to he displayed, whilst the 
headed rivets ot studs act as stops against 
which the said boxes or receptacles are 
retained in an upright position." 

It will readily he understood that if 
desired anote than one of these ile&chable 
bars may be used in combination with 
the herern described main portion of the 
stand" or framework. Also that the 4 ^ 
number of the pivoted and hooked trans- 
verse or horizontal pins may he varied in 
accor dance with the size of the main por- 
tion of the stand. '" 

Adjustable stands constructed as herein 50 
described are light and portable, and 
when folded up and the detachable cross 
pieces removed, can he jeadily trans- 
ported from place to place.

To the lower and bottom ends of the

which are pivoted qi jointed at a suitable 85 
distance from their front ends to- the 
inner surface of the side pieces.; The 
ends of the base piece which project in 
front of the side and main portions of the 
skeleton, stand may be of any convenient #0 
shape and arranged at an. angle to the 
■main , portion of the said base piece* 

At a suitable distance from the rear' 
end of each base piece is. pivoted or 
jointed on its outer suiface a stay piece, 95 
tire opposite end to the jointed or pivoted 
portion being provided with a recess 
adapted to .engage with one of n number' 
of projecting pins fised to the said por- 
tions The two stays or props may be 1 00 
united together by one or more trans* 
verse eross pieces • the ends of each stay 
are turned at a suitable angle so as to 
he fixed, or pivoted, or jointed to the 
stay .

.Between the side pieces, and at varying 
distances apart are arranged a number' of . 
cross pieces which are jointed to the side 
pieces and arranged within the said side 
pieces. These cross pieces are employed 110 
for adjusting the stand to the varying 
sizes and shapes of boxes, and in order 
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to form a ledge or projection, the hori- 
zontal poition of each of these jointed 
horizontal portions projects a suitable 
distance from the front or face edge of 
5 the said pieces. In oidei to get this pro- 
jection each end of a jointed 01 pivoted 
horizontal or transverse piece is turned 
at or about a right angle to its main 
horizontal poition, and the end pieces 

10 that are thus tamed inwards are jointed 
by a rivet or other pivot to the side pieces 
so that they r can be turned into or ont 
of position as desired. 
In older to lock each of the horizontal 

15 pieces in position for supporting a bos 
or othei receptacle foi the goods to be 
displayed a projection is formed on the 



upper surface of each turned in end por- 
tion, and it is made of such a length and 
width that the projection can be bent 
parallel with the tinned in end poitions 
so as to foim a hook at one or both ends 
for gripping the side pieces. 

Stands constructed according to the 
herein described invention and modifica- 
tion thereof are light and poi table, and 
when folded into a closed position the 
several parts, with the exception of the 
mo dined form of base, will, 'either lie 
against each other, oi jjass within one 
another, into a small compass'

I, Haeky Bbbwarb Shepherd, of 3 3 
3o Bower Eoad, Harrogate, in the Comity 
of York, a British subject, do hereby 
declare the nature of this invention and 
Jn what mannei the same is to be per- 
fomiedj to be particularly described and 
*0 ascertained in and by the following state- 
ment: — 

This invention relates to improvements 
in the construction of stands for dis- 
playing boxes of various sizes or other 

45 goods in shop windows or other places, 
The type of stand to which this invention 
refers consists of a number of super- 
imposed shelves or supports pivoted 
between two vertical upr ights bo that the 

*v shelves oi supports can be turned on their 
pivots at a required angle to the sides of 
the stand and retained in that positron, 
means being provided for supporting the 
uprights in an inclined position. The 

55 parts of the said stands can be readily 
folded together for packing or transit 
purposes. 

Hitherto it has been proposed in the 
said type of stand to employ a plurality 
of superimposed shelves pivoted to a 
vertical i ramework, and coupled tagethel 
so that they can be turned on theii pivots ; 
the two vertical sides of the framework 
being bifurcated at their lower ends to 
form a base and connected together at 
their upper ends to form a handle, whilst 
a thir d vertical portion has been hinged 
to the shelves at the rear to form a leg for 
retaining the framework in^ a vertical 

™ position; the said shelves being pivoted 
to the uprights and retained in an out- 
ward horizontal position by a bracket 
hinged to .the reai vertical portion 
Stands for -umbrellas and. like articles 

15 have also been constructed with inclined 
uprights used or hinged to a rear wardty 
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extending base; the uprights being 
retained in an inclined position by fixed 
or pivoted stays,, Fixed or removable 
pivoted transverse shelves or ledges 80 
having a number of holes in them, oi 
rings or hoops or staples fixed to their 
front edges have also been employed., 
The shelves are arranged between the 
uprights so that the edge of one shelf is"- 86 
about perpendicularly above the row of 
sockets in the one below Boxes of uni- 
foim size have also been displayed upon 
racks having inclined metal sides braced 
together* by cross pieces riveted to the t)Q 
uprights, j and having metal rectangular 
frames pivoted to the inner surfaces of 
the uprights, the frames being retained • 
rn an open — that is, horizontal — position 
by cross-bars.. The uprights are retained 95 
in their inclined position by stays — 
braced together by diagonal bars- 
pivoted to the uprights and retained in 
an open position by side bars bolted to 
the rjpiights The parts of the just 100 
described stands or' racks are all capable 
of 'being folded together so as to lie sub- 
stantially in one plane for packing or 5 
storage or transport purposes, 

In this invention the stand consists of 195 
two side pieces— inclined when the stand 
is in use — which may be united together 
at their upper ends by either an integral - ! ;, 
cross-piece 7 the whole being formed by 
bending a long strip of metal into an i\q 
inverted U -shape form, or by fixing a 
separate transverse piece to the upper 
ends of the separate side pieces., 

In some cases the bases of the side 
nieces are connected together at their ^5 
lower ends by a broad cross or transverse 
piece . _ Or , to the lower and bottom ends 
of . the side pieces are two rearwardly M' 
extending strips of metal — hereinafter 
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teinted " " base-pieces which are 
pivoted at a suitable "distance from their 
front ends to the inner surfaces of the 
side pieces . 

Struts oi suppoits are also provided 
to suppoit the side pieces in an inclined 
position., 

- Between the uppei and Wei ends oi 
the side pieces, and at" varying distances 
apart/ are airanged a number of cross 
pieces which are pivoted to the inner sur- 
faces of , the side pieces Each oi these 
last named cross pieces are bent or shaped 
like a letter U and they are employed— 
when turned outwards to form a ledge oi 
projection for supporting boses of vary- 
ing sizes and shapes on the ' stand foi 
displaying purposes. 

The' ends of the last named cross pieces" ; 
are provided "with projections which are 
bent to form hpoks oi atops-ioi retaining 
the said ledges in an open position for • 
suppoiting dishes or trays employed for 
the reception of the chocolates and other 
25 confectioneiy, or goods to> be exhibited or 
displayed 

Loose and detachable pieces for 
increasing the numbei of boxes to be 
displayed may be used. • 

Modifications of the above descubed 
stands will also be described . 

In the drawings hereunto annexed are 
shown several ways of carrying the inven- 
tion into practice. 

Fig, 1 is a peispective view of the 
stand without base-pieces, and provided 

with a cross piece ; 

Fig. 2 a perspective view of a stand 
the same as shown at Fig,. 1 without a 
40 detachable piece and with two boxes m

The seveial views of the stand are 
shown in skeleton form and are drawn to 
different and varying scales and like parts 
are marked with similar' letters oi 

reference, . , , 

At Figs. 1 and 2 a t a are the side 
.pieces -hereinafter tame/d '.'the sides — 
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which are made of strips of metal, vary- 
ing in length, width and thickness 
according to the size of the stand. The 
sides a, a are shown connected togethei 
at their lower ends by a broad cross-piece 
b on which—when required— may be 
printed, painted, enamelled, embossed, 
stamped cm advertisement or description 
of the goods to be displayed, or a label 
may be attached thereto. The uppei 
ends of the sides a, a shown in these 
views, are connected togethei by a cross- 
piece c which is made in the shape of 
a wide inverted U and pivoted by, say, 
rivets, to the sides at & When a cross 
piece g is simply pivoted to the sides ce— 
that is, without integial means for hold- 
ing it in position— then a stop piece e 
• consisting of a piece of metal bent to a 
right" angle as shown at Figs, 3. 4 and 5, 
is secured to each of the sides feu ensur- 
-ing that it — the cross- piece—will be in 
alignment oi at the required angle with 
the sides, when in an open position On 
the same pivots (I that secure the cross- 
piece c and stops e t e in position to the 
sides a, a are mounted by their uppei 
ends the suppoiting stmts /, The 
cross-piece i\ which is pivoted at the top 
of the sides a <*, when in the position 
shown at Fig. 1 extends the height of 
the said sides. In order to keep the 
crosspieee v— which is made larger in size 
than the hereinafter' described transveise 
pieces or cross-pieces I — in alignment 
with the side pieces cf ^ the separate stop 
pieces e are provided and mounted upon 
the same pivots (7 that retain the sides 
and supporting stmts together, each of 105 
the said stop pieces being provided with 
a projection e 1 which holds the cross- 
piece c in an extended position. The 
stmts oi suppoits fi are ai ranged on the 
inside oi the sides a a with the stops e e 
between the said sides and aims of the 
cross-piece, as at Fig. 1 The lowei 
edge of the projection of each stop < e 
is airanged to impinge \ipon one of the 
edges of the supporting stmts / for 
retaining the cross-piece c in its extended

To each of the sides a, a is also jointed 
at h and at suitable distance below the 
pivots d a locking stay or piece g. The

Between the upper and lower ends oi 125 
the side pieces a, d and at varying dis- 
tances apart, are airanged a number oi 
superimposed cross-pieces I I which l are 
pivoted at m to the inner surfaces of the 
side pieces . The cross pieces f are U- 
ahaped and they are employed for adjust- 
ing the stand to the varying sizes' ana 
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shapes of boxes, and foim when turned 
outward at an angle to the, sides, a ledge 
oi projection upon which the boxes rest. 
Each (J -shaped cross-piece I is formed 
5 from a strip of metal with each end I 1 
being bent or turned at an angle as shown 
at Figs, 6, 7, S. A hole P (Fig, 8) is 
foimed in each end V— below the centre 
of its end—for pivoting the cross piece I 

10 at m to the inside surfaces of the sides 
a, a, At or near the top of each end V 
is foimed a projection V (Pig,, 6) which 
is bent to the shape of a hook P for retain- 
ing the cross piece I at an angle to the 

15 front edge of the sides a, ft when they are 
tinned outwards that is horizontally on 
their pivots m— as shown at Figs 1 and 
2 — for supporting the hoses n, n } oi a 
dish oi a tray containing the chocolates 

20 oi other goods, on which said goods are 
to be displayed. 

By pivoting the U-shaped cross-pieces 
/ out of Centre as shown at Figs. I and 3, 
the hooked -portions Z a can. be moved 

25 clear of the rear edge of the side pieces a 
a when the cross-pieces I are turned into 
a closed position within the said side 
pieces ; the lower edge of the hooks I 2 will 
then rest upon the said rear edges of the 

30 side-pieces,

^ vided for a larger bos to be displayed., 
In oi'dei to make provision foi one oi

It will readily be understood that if 
desired more than one of these detachable 
bars & may be used simultaneously in 
combination with the herein, described 
sides £5, a of the stand or framework. 
Also that the number of the pivoted and ?° 
horizontal poitions I may be varied in 
accor dance with the size oi the main por- 
tion of the stand. Further, the number 
of pivoted cross-pieces I in use at one time 
will vary with the size and shape of the ?5 
hoses n to be displayed ; the said cross- 
pieces I not in use may then be turned 
into the position shown at I* Fig, 1 
Also, the distance between the cross- 
pieces I of each stand may be varied, as 
shown by Fig ,9, 

Adjustable stands constructed aiS here- 
in described are light and portable, and 
will fold uj> into small compass so as to 
lie substantially in one plane— as at Fig,, , ®& 
12 — and the detachable cross-pieces or 1 ' 
bars o- can be removed, when desired, so 
as to permit of them being readily trans- 
ported from place to place. 

At Figs. 9 to 12 inclusive is shown a 300 
stand which varies from the foregoing 
stand in that the sides a, a and the cross- 
piece o are foimed from one long strip of 
metal by bending it into the inverted U~ 
shape shown at Fig. 10, and the base 105 
cross-piece b may be dispensed with , 

' To the lower and bottom ends of the 
sides C£ r a are two reaiwardly extending 
strips of metal — hereinafter termed the 
" base-pieces " t, t — which are pivoted HO 
at ^ at a suitable distance from their 
front ends f 1 , t 1 to the inner surface of the 
sides a), a, The ends t l s t l of the base- 
pieces t } t which project in front of the 
side portions of the skeleton stand are of 1 lp 
any convenient shape and arranged at 
an angle to the main portion of their 
respective base-pieces . 

At a suitable distance from the rear 
end t B of each base-piece t is pivoted at i 4 120 
on its outer surf ace a stay or strut /, the 
opposite end of the pivoted stay or strut 
being provided with a recess j l adapted to 
engage with one of a number of project- 
ing pins i fised to the sides a, The 125 
two stays /, / are united together by one 
or more transveise cross-pieces Z 1 ; the 
ends of each of the cross-pieces f 1 being 
turned at a suitable angle so as to be 
fixed, or pivoted at f to the stays or T30 
struts f, f, . 

By this arrangement provision is made 
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for the additional locking stay g to be 
dispensed with 

Qthei paits of the stands may be as 

■ ^ described f 01 Figs , 1 to 8, 

5 At Figs. 13 and 14 is shown a further 
modification in which the base-pieces t, t 
are/dispensed with and sides a, a and 
cross-piece c are foimed in one piece of 
metal, as hereinbefore described and 

■10 illustrated at Fig., 10 , and supported at 
an angle by two stmts oi stays /, / 
jointed at d 1 to the sides a, a at a 
suitable distance from their lower ends 
The struts oi stays are connected togethei 

^ by the transverse "bar f of a similar 
description to that shown at Fig 9 In 
this instance the locking stays g are 
slotted at g 1 — instead of being; recessed or 
hooked as desciibed at j r j 3 Figs, 1 and 

20 o — in which the pins i woik, and the 
stmts or stays are pivoted to the sides a, 
a at 1\ h, 

In this stand each cross-niece 1 is 
arranged to be foimed out of a blank w 

25 of metal — instead of a strip — in Older 
that a dish or tray w l may be foimed 
thereon . The size and shape of the blank 
u- varies as to whether portion n* 2 is to be, 
say, of an hexagonal, polygonal, rect- 

3 Q angular, or circular conformation when 
finished, and if there is to be a pendant 
edge portion it 3 3 or whether the said edge 
portion is to be dispensed with 

■ J altogether.* "When an hexagonal or other 
^° polygonal blank is required, then notches 

u 4 are cut in the edge of the blank, as 
shown at Fig, 5., In all cases the edge 
portion m 3 — which is an integral portion 
- of the blank—is prolonged, and shaped 
40 as shown at w^Fig. 14, ^so as to form 
aims it* by which the dish or tray is 
pivoted at w s to the sides a t a. The 
hooks M 7 are foimed by the reduced por- 

■ tioh' of the prolongation ir 5 and perform 
^ the same functions as the previously 

desciibed hooks l% 3 Figs, 1, 2, and 10 . 

The blank u is first cut to shape and 
afterwards the dish or recess itMn the 
■ upper surface u 2 , its edge portion. 
^ prolongation u 5 and hooks u s are all 
foimed by stamping in dies 

If desired the dished or recessed por- 
tion w 2 may be made separately, and 
detachable from the edge portion w 9 and 
its prolongation, in which case cross- 
pieces l\ I similar in construction to those 
described for Figs, 1 and 2 may be 
employed in place of the sard edges and 
prolongations, 
™ Stands constructed according to the 
herein desciibed invention and modifica- 
tion, thereof are light and portable, and 
when folded into a closed positron the 
several parts will either lie against each 



other, or- pass within one another into a 65 
small compass. 

Having now paitieularly desciibed and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- . 
tion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, I declare that what I ?0 
claim is: — 

1 A folding and portable stand _ in 
skeleton foira having two vertical' sides . , 
with a top connecting piece pivoted 
thereto or integial therewith and with or.

being pivoted to the inside surfaces^ of 

the said sides at the same or varying 
distances apart," and provided t with a 100 
hooked portion for retaining it in a hori- 
zontal position as desciibed.
